That the bonds were considered 
ilesirable securitie.s ^-as indicated 
by tlie number of bitlders and the 
premiums otTere<l. The other bid¬ 
ders were Wm. R. Staats Co., 
$2311; R. H. Moulton & Co., 
$2173; U.S. National Bank, $1922; 
California Co., $1738; Dean, Wit¬ 
ter & Co., $1289; The Detroit Co., 
$902; I'^reeman, Smith & Camp, 
$135.50. The council adopted a 
resolution awarding the bonds to 
the high bidder. 

The Western Enterprise Gas 
Engine Company believes it can 
install a gas engine pumping 
eeiuipment at the municipal water 
plant which will effect great econ¬ 
omies over present installation. 
In a letter addressed to the coun¬ 
cil some faults of the present 
equipment were ])ointed out and 
reipie.st was made for a confer¬ 
ence with the council members.

Removal of two tree.s standing 
within highway boundaries on 
Park Avenue and at the corner 
of Lima ami Ramona .Avenues 
was recommenile<l to the council 
in a communication from Street 
Superintendent Carpenter. The 
propo.sal was referred to the plan¬ 
ning commission. 

Property owners on the six 
streets for which particular trees 
have been designated for planting 
will be given notice by mail by 
the city clerk. ' The action was 
taken upon recommendation of the 
planiung commission. 

Lee Shippey, well known news¬ 
paper writer, treated the council 
to a private edition of ‘‘The Lee 
Side of I.. A.” He wrote to sug¬ 
gest modification or elimination 
of the noon whistle, declaring it 
to be too mournful to he appro¬ 
priate as notice that it is time to 
(|uit work ami eat, too much like 
the fire whistle for ordinary use, 
and too much of a provocation to 
all the iloguS in town to attempt 
an imitative howl.

PROPOSED SCHOOL LAWS 

T WO radically divergent school policies 
will come up for consideration before 
the ne.xt session of the legislature. One is 
in line with the policy which has previiiled 
for many years past, to create larger dis¬ 
tricts with greater resources which can af¬ 
ford to build and maintain bigger and 
theoretically better schools. To strengthen 
and further advance this policy the county- 
unit bill will again be introduced. This 
would consolidate all school districts under 
county control except those which are in¬ 
cluded in districts large enough to maintain 
a complete school system from kindergarten 
through junior college. 

The other proposal takes into account the 
desire of many growing communities for 
independence from larger districts of which 
they are now apart. The present school 
laws and the attitude of school authorities 
make it next to impossible to separate or 
subdivide school districts. 

Arcadia tried to secede from Monrovia 
high school district, went to court about it, 
and finally gave it up. San Marino is part 
of South Pasadena high school district and 
would like to get out. San Marino has an 
assessed valuation of $20,000,000 and South 
Pasadena $40,000,000. San Marino people 
think they could well afford to support a 
complete school system at home instead of 
sending pupils to junior and senior high 
schools in South Pasadena. 

Other cities which were taken into larger 
high school districts when they were small 
and poor, have likewise grown and desire 
independence. Undoubtedly some legisla¬ 
tion will be proposed which would make the 
way clear to separation of large districts. 

Outcome of this legislative contest will 
be watched with interest by Sierra Madre. 
If the county unit plan carries, as seems 
likely because of the support of school au¬ 
thorities and organizations, Sierra Madre 
will have the choice of putting its schools 
under county control or of uniting with 
Pasadena. On the other hand, if the way 
is opened for separating or dividing dis¬ 
tricts, Sierra Aladre might secede from Pas¬ 
adena high school district of which it is now I 
a part, but the local schools would probably 
be under county control.
